The parade in the morning was some- 
what longer in passing before the presi- 
dent.than had -hbeen expected, but forall 
that he was only fifteen minutes behind 
the schedule time when he-was escorted 
by the committee: into the liberal, arts 
building.

The crowd inside the 
tent was dense when the president, with 
secret service men and Adjutant General 
Corbin, acting as “interference” forced 
his way to the counter. He was so closely 
pressed that when he attempted to move 
his arm his elbow disturbed a cup of coffee 
hela. by General Corbin. W ith some dif- 
ficulty the officers forced the crowd to 
allow the distinguished guest elbow room, 
but they would allow him nothing more. 


Roosevelt Passed Sandwiches. 

This maneuver forced the adjutant gen- 
eral out of range of the sandwiches, but 
the president devoted one hand to pass- 
ing food to his escort, while the other 
was devoted to his own advantage. Ow- 
ing to his advantageous position, the 
president soon felt called on to help out 
other friends, and he was kept busy pass- 
‘ng plates, a service which he performed 
with alacrity and cheerfulness. The man~

Some of the diplomatists and a num- 
ber.of other distinguished visitors mount- 
ea the reviewing stand to find that there 
were no chairs for them. It developed 
that the chairs had been cheerfully ap- 
propriated by unofficial guests who had 
arrived early on the scene. With some 
difficulty: other chairs were secured, but 
they were.little used, as the visitors foun:] 
they could keep off the oni} more effec- 
tively by standing. 

-The tmportant ceremonies in the lib- 
eralarts buitding were’ handled with al! 
possible despatch. Early in the exercises 
word was brought to Senator Carter,

Once while waiting fhr applause that had 
greeted a portion of his speech to sub- 
side, the president turned to President 
Francis and Senator Carter, saying, as he 
aliudéd to the applause, “That was due 
to the sun.” 

The same thing happened for the second 

time in-a few minutes and he again re- 
marked, “That's the ‘sun again.”’ 
'$o many people were standing on their 
chairs’ and those behind them produccd 
BO much outcry in consequence that at 
cne time the president was compelled to 
halt in his remarks to say: “Won't you 
sit down; if you do the people behind you 
will see better,’’ and as they granted his 
request, he added, “Thank you.” An- 
other outburst of applause. which was 
long continued, after he had spoken about 
fifteen minutes, caused him to laugh and 
“Now, they 
think I'm done,’ and when the applause 
“Gled away he went on with his speech.

The doors of the liberal arts building 
Were opened at 1 o'clock and at 2:15, 
when President Roosevelt entered the 
building, he was greeted by the cheevs 
of sixty thousand people. At 2:25 the 
assembly was called to order by Presi- 
“dent Francis. The noise was sd great 
that his voice could not be heard 20 feet 
from the rostrum. He introduced. Car- 
dinal Gibbons. 


Invocation of Cardinal Gibbons. 


Cardinal Gibbons in his invocation said: 

“We pray Thee, O God of might, wisdom 
and justice, through. whom authority is 
rightly administered, laws are enacted, 
and judgment decreed, assist with Thy 
Holy Spirit of counsel and fortitude, the 
president of these United States, that his 
administratiog may be conducted in 
righteousness and be eminently useful. to 
Thy people over whom he presides, by 
encouraging due respect for virtue and 
religion, by a faithful execution of the 
laws is justice and mercy, and by re- 
straining vice and immorality. May this 
international exhibition inaugurated in 
_ the interests of peace and commerce, help 
- to break down the wall of dissension, of 
jedlousy and prejudice, that divides race 
from race, nation from nation, and. peo- 
ple from people, by proclaiming aloud the 
stiblime Gospel truth thst we are all 
children of the same“God, brothers and 
sisters of the same Lord Jesus Christ, 
and that we are all aspiring to a glorious 
inheritance in the everlasting kingdom of 
our common Father.”’ 

Following the invocation of the cardinal. 
United States Senator Thomas H. Carter, 
of the national commission, who acted as 
president of the day, was introduced’ 
After the sendition of ‘‘The Heavens 
Proclaiming,”’ by the chorus Of 2,000 
voices, David R. Francis, president of the 
Fair Association, delivered the follow- 
ing address, presenting the buildings of 

‘the fair: 

President Francis said in part: 

“The people of the Louisiana purchase 
are proud of their membership in the 
federal union. They felt it a patriotic 
duty to fittingly commemorate the com- 
pletion of the first century of their con- 
nection with the American republic and 
the rounding out of-an important epoch 

in the life of the republic. 

“A scheme so ambitious in the incep- 
tion naturally had comparatively few 
advocates and encountered many antag- 
Onists and more doubters. It could not 
be accomplished without the recognition 
and the aid of the general government, 
which for a time it seemed impossible 
to enlist. It was decided that the amount 
required to launch an undertaking so 
comprehensive should be the same as 
that paid for the empire which Jefferson 
purchased—$15,000,000. The congress said 
to St. Louis, ‘When you have secured 
two-thirds of that sum we will provide 
the remaining third.’ The conditions were 
accepted and fulfilled. 

“After threé years of struggle the 
~ ginews had been secured, the first step 
accomplished. Two years have since 
elapsed. During that period the work has 
been. pushed in every state and territory 
and possession of the United States, and 
Mm every civilized country on the earth. 

“‘The further encouragement from the 

éral gavernment in the provision for

-one states and territories and 
sessioris of the United States, the ple en 
participation. of thirty-two foreign coun- 


tries, are the results of vigorous ‘dimeatia 
and ‘foreign exploitation. 

“The beautiful picture whose outlines 
you now behold will, to adopt the simile 
of the chief designer, when completed 
compose a song that will reverberate 
around the globe. 

“And now. Mr. President, it is) my 
pleasing privilege and high honor to 
present to you for dedication the bulld- 
ings of the Louisiana Purchase éxpos!- 
tion. May a high standard of citizen- 
Ship and a broader humanity and the 
mission of the country whose worghy 
representatives you are be sustained<&hd 
fostered and promoted by the’ uses "to 
which these structures are devoted. May 
the happiness of mankind be advanced 
and broadened by the lofty purposes 
that inspired this undertaking and moved 
our own and our sister countries to unite 
in its accomplishment.”’ 

At the conclusion of Presidéfit Francis’ 
speech terrific cheers broke forth to greet 
President Roosevelt, who made his dedi- 
cation address. 

Following the president’s address the 
chorus rendered ‘‘Unfold Ye Portals.”’ 

Senator Carter then introduced ex-Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveland. 

The exertises were closed by thé fol- 
lowing ° benediction delivered by Bishop 
Potter of New York: 

Bishop Potter said: 

‘May the blessing of the Lord. God 
Almighty, without whom all,our labor, is 
but vain, rest upon this work and ali 
who are, or shall be, engaged in it. May 
He take these buildings under His gra- 
elous keeping and crown this great un- 
dertaking with His enduring favor, mak- 
ing it the school of truth and beauty, and 
so a révelation of. His infinite mind. 
working in and through the mind of 
man, and to Him be glory, and honor, 
and power, now and always. The Lora 
bless us and keep us; the Lord make His 
face to shine upon. us and be graciaus un- 
to us; the Lord lift up the light of His 
countenance unon us and give to us and 
to all the people of this land peace. puri- 
ty and prosperity. both now and for- 
ever more.

Fireworks at Night. —_ 
Thousands of péople occupied an im- 
mense grand stand near the administra- 
tion building during the evening to wit- 
ness the display of fireworks.

From 
this beginning for nearly two hours the 
air was a scintillant screen of. flashing 
color. The night was made brilliant with 
varied-colored Nghts framed in appropri- 
ate dévices.

World’s Fair Exercises,

Parade Was Superbly Managed, Not 
a Hitch Occurring—President 
Roosevelt Reviewed Them. 

It Was a Brilliant 
‘Scene. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 30.—The great mil- 
itary parade which was designed to be 
distinctively the show’ spectacle of the 
dedication ceremonies was held this morn- 
ing, and, it proved to be all that its pro- 
moters Could wish, and all that the reg- 


hope for. There have been many mill- 
tary parades that revealed more men 
in liné—there may have been some that 
were as gorgeous to look upon—but it is 
doubtful if there ever has heen any that 
were more carefully handled or more 
superbly managed than the one of this 
morning. 

The sight of the marching thousands 
from the point occupied by President 
Roosevelt's reviewing stand was one to 
be long remembered. For a half mile 
to the left, and to an equal distance to the 
right, the winding column was in com- 
plete view. The swinging ranks rising 
and falling in perfect time were moving 
rapidly on while the flashing steel, the 
glittering buckles and buttons, the tossing 
plumes, waving banners and martial mu- 
Sic made a picture of the bloom and 
beauty of battle, the splendor of war that 
could not be surpassed. To a man with a 
soldier’s soul, there is no sight so fas- 
cinating as a marching army of well 
trained men, and the president watched 
the march with eager attention. From 
énd to end of the line of march the cheers 
of the immense crowd were as cordial as 
President Roosevelt's approval. 

Although Adjutant General Henry C. 
Corbin was the grand marshal, the chief 
figure of the parade, the- active work of 
forming the columns and managing the 
‘parade, was done by Brigadier General 
John A. Jofinston, U.S. A., and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel E. A. Godwin, Ninth 
United States cavalry, General Corbin’s 
chief of staff. 

There were 11,000 men in line, 3,100 of 

the regulars and 7,900 of the national 
guard, New York being represented by 
1,000 officers and men, Illinois 1,000, Iowa 
960, Missouri, 3,000, Oklahoma, 200, Ohio 
1,000. 
While the renatate and national guard 
were wheeling into line with the percis- 
ion born of long acquaintance with the 
tactics over at Grand and Bell avenues, 
the sixty-four. aides of the grand marshal 
were forming, with careful attention to 
the rules of chronology and - geography. 
It was the intention that the aides should 
be arranged jn each platoon and right to 
left and. from, the head to rear of the 
column, in the order in which their 
states ratified the constitution, or were 
admitted into the union or were organ- 
ized. 

Lieutenant Stewart Henitelman, Six- 
tieth United States cavalry, Was the com- 
posite instructor in cavalry tactics, chro- 
nology and geography, and it is safe to 
say that throughout the entire dedica- 
tion ceremonies there was no more aiffi- 
cult task than his. 

No sooner did the formation commence 
than the trouble started. The generals 
from new western states yielded in pro- 
cedence to Neutenants from older com- 
monwealths sorely against their wills. 

The Column Starts. 

Half-past-T8 o’clock was the hour: set 
for the start of the parade, and at 10:38 
it started. Prompt to the minute, Gen- 
eral Corbin gave the word, 100 aerial 
bombs flew into the clouds and théir éx- 
plosion was the signal that set the col- 
umn in motion. 

At the head of the parade rode a detach- 
ment of the local police, under Chief of 
Police Matthew Kieley, and behind them 
a long string of carriages, 128 to be exact, 
containing. the distinguished guests. In 
the first carriage were President Roose- 
velt and ex-President Cleveland, and 
President David R. Francis, of the 
world’s fair. Behind them came the mém- 
bers of the cabinet, the diplomats and 
other visitors who have attained celeb- 
rity. 

The line of march was west on Lindell 
boulevard from its intersection with 
Grand avenue, along the main drive of 
Forest park to the entrance to the expo- 
sition grounds, where the column halted 
and stood at rest while the president and 
distinguished guests alighted from their 
‘carriages and took places upon the re- 
viewing stand. As soon as all had taken 
their places the waiting soldiers came to 
attention and fhe march began. As soon 
as the parade passed the president re- 
entered his carriage and was driven to a 
tent epected near the Mberal arts build- 
ing, where he took lunch and remained 
until it was time for him #% attend the 
dedication ceremonies proper.

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accident. In determining whether a court 
of equity can take jurisdiction, one of the 
first quéstions is, What it can’daé6 to en- 
force any: order that it may make. This 
is allegéd to be .hé conspiracy of the 
state, although ths State is not and could 
not be made a party to the bill. The cir- 
cuit court has no constitutional power to 
control its action by any direct means, 
and if we leave the state out of considera- 
tion the court has as little practical power 
to déal with the people of the state in 
a body. The bill imports that the great 
mass of the population intended to keep 
the blacks ‘rom voting. To meet such 
intent something more than ordering the 
plaintiff's name inscribed upon the lists of 
1902 will be needed. If the conspiracy and 
the intent exist a name on a piece of 
paper will not defeat them. Uniess we 
‘are prepared to supervise the voting in 
that state by pfficers of the court, it 
seéms to us that ali that the plaintiff 
could get from equity would be an empty 
form. Apart from damages to the in- 
dividual, relief from a great political 
wrong, if done as alleged by the people 
of a state and the state itself, must he 
given by them or by the legislative and 
political department of the government 
of the United States.’’ 
Justice Harlan’s Dissent. 


Justice Harilan's dissent from the 
court’s opinion was based on the ground 
that as an amount ¢xceéding $2,000 was 
not involved the circuit court had no orig- 
inal jurisdiction of this case and that the 
supreme court had no right where this 
want of jurisdiction appearéd to go into 
the merits. He said he agreed with Jus- 
tice Brewer :hat the courts were entitled 
to give rélicf in such cases as this. 

Justice Brewer and Justice Brown. in 
a dissenting opinion, written by the form- 
er, held that as thefe was a constitu- 
tional question involved the court should 
look beyond the certificate of, the lower 
court that the bill had been dismissed for 
want of jurisdiction and open the case 
for full ipquiry. The dissegting opinion 
added: 

“Neither can I assent to the proposition 
that the case presented by the plaintiff's 
bill is not strictly a legal one, and en- 
titling a party to a juicial hearing and 
decision. He alleges that he is a. citizen 
of Alabama, entitled to vote: that he de- 
sired to vote at an election for represen- 
tation in congress; that without registra- 
tion he could not vote, and that regis- 
tration was ongfully denied him by 
the defendants. That many others were 
similarly treated does not destroy his 
rights or deprive him of relief in the 
courts. That such relief will be given 
has been again and again affirmed in 
both national and state courts.”

Bishop Holsey on Race Question. 


Editor Constitution: As your editorial 
on my cOmmunication on the race ques- 
tion of last Sunday seems to indicate that 
you did not quite get my meaning, I wish 
to touch on a few points so as to make my 
position clearer. In the first place I do 
not advocate wholesale emigration, nor 
even wholesale separation, Kither would 
not be for the best interests of the coun- 
try, nor for the races. I do not claim that 
the negroes are prepared for independent 
self-government. But I advocate the 
gradual separation of the races in such a 
way as to not injure trade, commerce or 
labor. I mean separation of the races by 
allowing those negroes who may be quali- 
fied for erican citizenship to have a 
territory within and under the complete 
control of the general government until 
the time comes when it might seem wise 
and best to establish state governments 
for them: I have faith in the justice and 
equity of our government, and as I see it 
there is no hope for the negro, as a race, 
beyond it, or outside of its pales. We do 
nat attempt to discuss methods or 
“ways and means,” but merely state the 
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welcome of King Edward will take place 
when his train: reaches Dijon at 10 
o’clock.

The Union Traction.Company .was 
formed in 1899 by J. Pierpont Morgan 
and others to take over the street 
railway properties of Charles T. 
Yerkes and others, thereby bringing 
about the consolidation of. the prin- 
cipal street railway lines of Chicago. 
Of course, the usual process was fol- 
lowed—the consolidators .pumped in 
enough water to make everybody feel 
considerably richer, and, at the same 
fime, enable them to pul] out a few 
millions for the doubtful service they 
had rendered these properties. 

In this connection some highly in- 
teresting figures are presented by The 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican. It 
teh ee at about the time of the 
Union Thaction. Company’s organiza- 
tion a cofmmittee appointed by the 
city government of Chicago made a 
report on the street railway situation 
in the city. It found that the North 
Ohicago company was capitalized, 
stock and bonds, at $14,780,900, and 
that the property could be duplicated 
for. about $6,000,000—indicating an 
over-capitalization of over $8,000,000, 
or more than one part water to one 
part substance. It found that the 
West Chicago company was capital- 
ized at about $32,000,000 and that its 
property could be duplicated for $12,- 
500,000—indicating ‘an over-capitaliza- 
tion of nearly $20,000,000, or nearly 
two parts water to one of. sthbstance. 
The bonds in each case just about 
equaled the estimated cost of duplica- 
tion. The stock thus represented lit- 
tle or no substantial. investment. 

Nevertheless the Union Traction 
Company paid Mr. Yerkes $10,000,000 
in cash for his $5,200,000 of stock (par 
value) jn the two companies, which 
would seem to have been clear profit 
to the Chicago promoter, now of Lon- 
don. 

The eastern money interests which, 
through the Union Traction Company, 
paid Mr. Yerkes $10,000,000 for stock 
that could not have cost him much of 
anything, then leased the 
tems—North: Chicago and West Chi- 
cago—at a rental of 12 and 6 per cent, 
respectively, on the stock. They is- 
sued, on their own part, $20,000,000 of 
common and $12,000,000 5 per cent 
cumulative preferred stock. They paid 
5.per cent dividends on the preferred 
up to December, 1900, when they were 
suspended, and none have been paid 
since. 

It- will be seen from the above that 
these properties would have paid an 
enormous dividend on their actual 
value; even a fair dividend on a dou- 
ble valuation. But by the process of 
over-watering—pumping in three or 
four times as much water as there 
was .intrinsic value—the whole busi- 
ness was wrecked. And it is enough 
to make the country tremble to think 
that the Chicago Traction Company is 
only one of the many American enter- 
prises that have undergone this pro- 
cess of inflation. 
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American Slums. 

It is not often that English criti- 
cism of things American can be ac- 
cepted with approval. and profit by 
Americans, but an exception in point 
‘must be made when Mr. Meakin, the

Labor-Saving Machinery. and pee: 
Hours, 

A government expert hss estimated 
that agricultural machinery reduces 
the number of men employed to'do a 
given amount of work. to one-third, | 
while manufacturing machinery re- 
duces the number to one-fiftieth. 4 

This ought to make it very clear 
that the demands made by organized 
labor for “shorter hours” is based on 
something more than a desire to shirk 
work. 

If we are to go on working ten, 
twelve and fourteen hours a day, with 
improved machinery increasing the 
product of a day’s labor from three 
to fifty fold, what is to become of 
the people who. are thereby thrown 
out of employment? 

Again, is there not some justice in 
the claim that labor-saving machinery 
should work to the advantage of the 
laborer as well? If such a machine 
can save to the manufacturer, for in- 
stance, the labor of forty-nine men-—- 
aggregating 490 hours of labor saved 
in a day—is it too much for the man 
who runs that machine to expect it to 
lighten the burden for him, to a small 
extent, at least—say an hour or two 
a day? 

The manufacturer is putting in la- 
bor-saving machinery—as he has ev- 
éry right to d6—in order that his. prof- 
its may increase. Why should its 


Why not let labor get some of the 


profit therefrom as well—say, an hour | 


or two more of fresh air and sunlight 
each day? 

That is -simple justice; but, after 
all, it is not the great principle in- 
volved in organized labor’s .constant 
fight for shorter working hours. The 
real basis for that demand is a broad 
spirit of humanity;. the desire to 
make room for others. For the men 
who labor fully recognize the fact that 
some provision must be made for that 
great army of workers who aré daily 
being displaced by machines that 
“take the place of from three to fifty 
men.” And the world must recognize 
it, too, before many years if we are 
to avoid disastrous complications. 

The introduction of improved ma- 
chinery is, of course, in the line of 
progress; but so is the introduction of 
shorter hours. One natyrally, neces- 
sarily and justly follows t..e other.

‘British Ship “Subsidies.” 
In view of the certainty that the 
ship subsidy bill will be revived fn the 


fluences pressing for its passage, an 
article in the current number of The 
North American Réview, éntitled 
‘Shipping and Subsidies,” by Benja- 
man Taylor, of Glasgow, Scotland, 
merits especial attention. 

,» One of the stock arguments made 


that England has been for a century 
the commercial mistress of the seas 
because of her policy of subsidizing 
her merchant marine. Mr. Taylor 
shows conclusively that Great Britain: 
has never done anything of the kind. 
What are superficially classed as sub- 
sidies in the British merchant marine 
this writer designates as “purely and 
simply freight remuneration for mail 
cargoes carried on fixed dates. within 
prescribed periods, to positive desti- 
nations.” There are absolutely no 
subsidies in th@ sense that a subsidy 
is a bonus or a gratuity. — : 

Mr< Taylor proves statistically that 
the “liners”, which have the govern- 
ment’s legitimate carrying contracts 
represent a minor factor in the British 
maritime carrying trade. The bulk 
of the freight business is done by the 
ocean nondescript known as the 
“tramp.” To resort to figures: In 
1902, of the 8,352 steamers under the 
union jack, 7,052 ‘weré tramps and 
1,300 liners. Of the importance of the 
British tramp steamer in the world’s 
commerce this writer says: 

Eighty per cent of the world’s sea. 
trade is done by the British tramps, 
snubbed by their ‘own government and 
worried and bled by foreign governments. 
The whole fleet of liners on the Atlantic 
might be swept away without affecting 
the trade of the tramps (beyond giving 
them more employment), which are the 
cheapest as well as the most ubiquitous 
carriers in the world. This vast fleet of 
British steam tramps represent an invest- 
ed capital of something like £130,000,000 
sterling. The liners represent, perhaps, 
£70,000,000, and the companies whose 
steamers receive mail and naval subven- 


tions represent invested capital to the 
amount of about £20,000,000. 


It would seem, then, that the logic 
of the British example taken home by 
fhe United States, is not more liners 
fostered by subsidies and federal con- 
tract grafts, but more’ .American 
tramps to compete with -British bot- 
toms of that class. .

Today is the last day for the return of 
taxation by these corporations, Not all 
have been heard from, but a good many 
of vafolus kinds were represented in the 
returns received by General Wright yes- 
terday. The interest felt at the capitol 
in the franchise tax law is. keen, and

quence. It is evident that the Officials 
of the roads are very greatly p  cplexed— 
in, many instances, at least—to know just 
how their franchises can be given a val- 
uation in dollars and cents. They are 
at a loss to determine what is franchise 
value and what is not.

lief that they have nothing which can 
legitimately be considered a valuable 
franchise. It is apparéent'from a consid- 
ération of the cases the officers of these 
roads make out that it will be absolutely 
impossiblé to place an arbitrary valuation 
—as, for instancé,.so much a mile of 
track—upon railroad franchises. it is 
more likely that the comptrolier general, 
in reaching his decision, will consider 
particularly the net earnings of the com- 
panies as shown by the financial state- 
ments they have sent to him in response 
to his letters of inquiry. 

The return made by President. George 
Dole Wadley, of the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham, is one of the most interesting 
yet received. This road—which operates 
139 miles of main line through Ware, 
Appling, Coffee, Irwin, Wilcox, Dooly and 
Macon counfities—returns its franchise at 
$140,492; its real estate and road bed at 
$6az,780; its rolling stock and other per- 
sonal property at 399,778; a total of $832,000. 

Since the Jast return was made this 
road has been extended,-so there is no 
means of ascertaining whether this high 
return for the franchise—approximately 
$1,075 per. mile of the main line—is ne 
increase.

Judge Roan had ruled that the opera- 
tion of a turf exthange or pool room 
was conducting @ gaming institution, and 
had charged the jury that if they be- 
lieved Thrower té& Kaye conducted such 
a concern to find him -guilty. Numbers 
of people had testified that Thrower did 
conduct a’ pool. room ‘and Thrower him- 
self admitted it on the stand. - 

Under these circumstances the jury left 
the court room to consider the case. The 
deliberations were brief and in a short 
time the jurors returned with the ver- 
cict of acquittal. Everyone in the court 
room was astonished. 

Thrower and several others were re- 
cently indicted by the grand jury, the 
charge against them being that they ran 
a gaming house in maintaining a turf ex- 
change where pools on horse races were 
sold. The case against Thrower was 
made the test case. 

As sooh as court convened yesterday 
morning Judge Roan went into the trial 
and a large number of witnesses were 
cyamined, the hearing of the testimony 
large part of the day. 
Among the other witnesses was Thrower 
himself, who made a statement admitting 
that he was interested in a pool room. 

At the conclusion of the testimony At- 
torney Reuben R. Arnold offered a de- 
murrer, contending that. in the light of 
all the evidence Thrower had not been 
guilty of conducting a gaming house, a 
pogl room, he argued, not being a gam- 
ing house in the eyes of the law. So- 
licitor General C. D. Hill and Attorney 
T. W. Rucker, who was assisting him in 
the prosecution, refuted the contention 
of Mr. Arnold and Judge Roan ruled that 
a. turf exchange is a gambling game in 
law. 

Charged for “Guilty.” 

“At this Attorney Arnold asked him to 
charge the jury and stated that he would 
appeal the case, as there seemed to be 
nothing for the jury to do but return a 
verdict of guilty. Judge Rogn then de- 
livered hig charge, saying: | 

“If you believe the defendant to have 
conducted a pool room you will find a 
verdict of guilty." : 

Thrower having admitted that he did 
run the pool room, the charge amounted 
adimést to an instruction to find him 
guilty.

he announcement that building records 

‘ve been broken comes so often that_ 
Atlantans have gommenced to look for 
the statement after the ‘books for each 
ynonth are closed. It is a fact that the 
Tecords are continually being . smashed 
and the reason-is that Atlartta continues 
tq grow, to_erect sky serapers, to build 
homes and to dot the suburbs with stores 
of all kinds. 

The records at 5 o'clock yesterday at- A 
ternoon when the office was officially 
closed for the month of April’ showed 
that 336 building pérmits had been is- 
sued. The nedrest Approach to this rec- 
ord was made during September, 1902, 
when °23 permits were issued, and the 
next nearest approach was April, 1902, 
just one year ago, when 304 permits were 
issued. 

The estimated value of buildings erect- 
ed under permits i#sied during April, 1903, 
is $257,240, and during April, 1902, the ag- 
gregate estimated: value of buildings was 
$215,983, which shows a decided gain for 
the April. of this: year. 

‘It is also intéresting to note how the 
records for each month of this year are 
being exceeded by its following month, 
showing a healthy and steady increase. 
in January, of this year, the estimated 
value of buildings for which permits 
were granted’ was‘ $110,000; in February 
it jumped to $147,000; in March it went 
to $175,000, and in | ‘April it bounded up 
to $247,000. 

Another interestlig item is that the 
building of greatest value for which a 
permit was ‘issui€d during April was to 
cost $30,000, and. the next highest in 
value was $20,000, showing that the $257,- 
000 was not attained by issuing permits 
for large structures. .

PERRY IS GIVEN 
LEASE ON LIFE 


Governor Terrell Gives Him| 


Two Weeks’ More--New 
Evidence Alleged. 


The hanging Scheduled for Daiton to- 
day will not materialize. Governor Ter- 
rell has granted a respite to the con- 
demned murderer, John Perry, until the 
15th of May. 

Attorneys George G. Glenn and Jesse 
B. Terry, of. Dalton, called at the state 
house yesterday and filed with the gov- 
ernor an affidavit setting forth that they 
iritended to enter a motion for a new triai 
in the Perry case; that this move is to 


' be taken in perfect good faith and with 


no purpose to delay the administratian 
of justice; and thatj as the court has 
adjourned until May 4, it will be im- 
possible to present this motion beforc 
that time. 

The affidavit sets forth that the attor- 
neys of the condemned man have recent- 


ly come into possession of evidence tend- 
ing to sustain his contention, of which 
they knew nothing at the time of" ee 
trial.or until very recently. 

Perry, it will be recalled, killed a man 
named Walker in a sideshow. Recently, 
it is alleged, certain persons who were 
present and who were witnesses to what 
occurred have been discovered, and tt Is 
contended that in view of this newly dis- 
covered evidence Perry's attorneys shouid 
be given the opportunity of making their 
moticn for a new trial. 

In their affidavit the attorneys also al- 
lege that it has recently been discovered 
that one of the jurors who officiated at 
Perry's triai had expressed himself as 
having had his mind made up against 
the prisoner before the trial; that this 
can be substantiated by reputable wit- 
nesses, and that the att éys knew noth- 
ing cf this at the time of the trial. 

Governor Terrell, after receiving the 
aifidavit and hearing what the attorneys 
haq to say, ordered that a respite be 
granted until May 16. 


Must Pay the Reward. 

Attorney Gencra! Hart has decided that 
the state must pay the reward of $15 
offered for the capture of a negro named 
Will Staples, who was charged with as- 
sault with mtent to murder. 

A rather interesting point was raised 
in this case. The law authorizes the 
govcrnor te offer a reward only in. felony 
cases. After Staples had been tried for 
a felony and ‘found guilty with a recom- 
mendation to mercy, the presiding judge 
gave him a sentence for twelve months, 
thereby reducing his crime, so far as the 
punishment goes, to a misdemeanor. 

There has ariscr a controversy over the 
reward, in the course of which the’ point 
was made that the sentence of the judge 
might invalidate the reward. The gov- 
ernor, therefore, submitted to the attor- 
ney general the question whether the 
reward could, under the law, be pald. 
Attorney General Hart holds that as the 
records of the court show Staples was 
convicted of a felony, the reward stands.
